took the body of another Russian 
Prince to a nameless grave dn the 
suburbs-of Moscow. 

According to an item published 
in the Fercheruya Moska (Evenin 
Moscow) . newspaper Prince Dol- 
gortukoff was executed by order of 
the Soviet’ Peoples Commissars, 

Accompanied by eighteen other 
aien sentenced to capital punish- 
ment Prince Dolgorukoff was mar- 
ched into the basement of the 
Lubianka Prison where a single re- 
volver shot in the back of the head 
killed him ond his compamions in 
turn. 

The execution of the Prince .ac- 
cording to the Soviet newspaper 
has brought to light a sordid story 
of greed and treachery story. The 
Prince had twice attempted. to en- 
ter. Russia to visit estates in the 
Kursk: district where bis family 
had hidden’a store of. treasure. 

Last November Prince Dolgoru-, 
koff met a Russian in Paris who 
claimed to have influence with the 
Soviet Legation there. This Rus- 
sian offered to obtain false poss- 
ports to enter Russia and voluntoer;, 
ed to accompany the: Prince in 
order to show that there “was no 
treachery intended. Crossing the 


Poiish-Russian frontier the pair 


finally reached Kursk, where, in 
due course, Prince Dolgorukoff 
found the family treasure untouch- 
ed. He divided the treasuro with 
his, guide, os. arranged. 
hours later the Prince was arrested, 
his guide turning out to be a trust- 

ed Chekh agent, who had been sent 
nes Moscow to lure him into 
Russia., 

The -treasure of the Delgorskod 
family has been confiscated, and the 
Cheka agent who betrayed the 
Prince, and whose name has not 
been. silos, has been promoted.

. tobe observed that, while adhering 


persistently violated it in practice. 
The ideas diligently implanted in 
-the minds of the yolnger genera- 
tion of Chinese,. by numerous 
religious ond educational societies, 
have certainly proved more in’ 
jurious:to the stability and unity of 
the nation than ‘anythiag that could 
havesbeen done by armed invaders. 
The political and social ideas which 
Young China has ‘acquired from its 
alien edication. during ,the past 50 
years have served ‘to imbue it with 
unrest.and a highly sensitive amour- 
“propre; but they have produced no 
symptom of a” general capacity, or 
even of a desire, to bring the 
Western knowledge thus acquired 
into any useful relation with the 
customs, traditions and needs of the 


masses. . 
A New Menace, 


The creation and increasing: in- 
fluence, of this class combined, after 
1900, with the declins of the Man- 
chu authority, to’ create. a new and 
serious menace fo the unity.and 
stability.of the: Chinese nation.

had paid all the bills which bad 
been pres¢nted ta him. 

Another case worthy of mention 
is that of a British subject owning 
property in Canton, The property’ 
was occupied for twenty months by 
strikers who had all the convenience 
of electric light by day or night. 
‘Now the bill has been presented to 
the landlord with the usual threat. 
He will have to. foot the bill and it 
is a fairly round sum. , 

wit was, of course, a glaring mis- 
take on the part of the Shameen 
Municipality not to establish -their 
own electric light plant-in the Con- 
cession, The water-works ., have 
been running smoothly. and proved 
a great blessing especially during 
the strike period.
